TAR IMPENDING CATARTROPHE
While Mr. Bryan’s nameé was not
mentioned at the Jefferson day banquet
of the New York demoerats, the speak-
ers on that oceasion were not withont
a favorite tople. When two or thres
demoorats are gathered together, In
more or less doubt as to how they may
differ on democratic questions, thelr
gafe course s to abuse President
Roosevelt.

This was the keynote of the New
York Jefterson banguet. Woodrow
Wilson, Senator BSimmons of North
Carolina and SBenator Owen of Okla-
homa, as the speakers, falrly fought
in thelr rivalry for the lmno; of paint-
ing the most gloomy pleture’of the fu-
ture of the republle. Benator Owen
wept coplously over the fate of “the
millions ot women and children who
are foreed into slavery In this country
by corporate grood.” Dr, Wilson shud-
dered when he told how as a natiomn
we had turned from law to personal
power, and Senator Blmmons capped
the eclimax with this pleture of the
monster who lives jn the White House:

The humbie abode which thae peopla pro-
vided for Washington and Jefferson and
Linotin and Grant has ceassd to be the ex-
ecutlve mansion and become the “White
Housa™ pf the natlon—the master llves
there<it Is the seat of power and domin-
lon, Everything politieal begins there and
everything political ends there. The master
overshadows everybody and dAominates
rverything, and congreas, forgetful of Ils
proud traditions, forgetful of ita duty to
the people, forgetful of Its obligations 1o
the canstitution and tself, moekly sub-
mita., or with feeble, If any, protest, reg-
Isters his will
Just let this thing go on as it Is golng
oni as It has beean golng on with ever ag-
celerating momentum during the last forty
yoars of republican government and some
fina morning we will wike up to find state
boundaries obliterated, to find state sover-
elgnty extingulshed, to find congress and
the courts subjugated and Magna (Charta,
the bill of rights and our boasted privilegos
and immunities of American cilizenship
gone, .with the specter of old King Qeorge
stalking abroad in the land and his In-
carnated mpirit seated In the White House.

The most lamentable feature of the
gitnation—from the viewpoint of the
democrats—Iis that the people do not
seem to realize thelir imminent danger.
IT they are on fhe verge of having all
thelr libertles taken from them over-
night they act as {f they had no hint
of the Impending catastrophe, a ma-
jority of them, in fact, rather showing
eymptoms of Uking the prospect. “We
have turned,” sald Woodrow Wilson,
“from legal regulation to executive
regulation; wa have turned from law
to personal gower.” And the ignorant
people do not know enough to clamor
for a democratic savior,

The miatake of Dr. Wilson and Ben-
ator Simmons lles in thelr failure to
appreciate the sentiment of the Amer-
fcan people as to law enforcement.

PAVING COUNTRY ROADS.
The paving of our country roads
has so far been largely in the pature

of experiment. Before golng more
extensively Into this work, as this
county is now prepared to go, the

question of the most serviceable ma-
terinl for such road bullding should be
most carefuily conpsldered. An inter-
natioral congress to discuss good
roads is to be held at Parig next Octo-
ber, for which the Public Roads bureau
of the Agricultural department has re-
cently been conducting a serles of
tests to measure the injurious effects
of fast automobile traffie,

According to a bulletin just lssued
by these authorities, the entrance of
the automoblle upon macadam and
other rock-surfaced roads lald out for
an altogether different class of vehleles
works as follows:

The rubber tire, belng =oft, creates no
rock dust itsslf as doea the ron Lire of &
wagon, and the very lfe of these roads de-
mands & constant supply of that material
It Is the surface binder that keeps the road
emooth, cracks filled In; that maintains the
evennsas and binds the rubble stones Into
one impervious mars. Every iron-tired
wheel does ita own small guota of good by
acting a8 a rock dust maker and a minla-
ture road roller. The auto whirring along
at dizzy speed almply flattened its Urer
agailnst the ground as It sped and the trac-
tive forge s exerted hurled the preclous
rock dust Into the alr, from where Il
was swaptl to the adiacent furma and lnwne
in blinding clouds. Bo pronounced was the
mere dust nulpance crested in many por-
tlons of the country that real catata de-
creasad in value to an appreclible extant,
and farmers compiained that the over.
Inoreasing dust on their folds, vines and
treen madé It impossible for them to sell
their harvests al as good prices as formerly,

The same bulletin goes on to ex-
plaln what ls necessary to meet the
diMculties confronting the road-
makers:

In the struggls Lo overcame the conditions
oreated highway enginesrs must do one of
two things—find a road surfacing material
which makes ne dust and neods no dust to
maintain its Integrity, or dlscover & method
of controlling the dust on the roads aiready
laid To the time of pressnt wriling no
dust-proof roud surface matertal cheap
onough for use in country dJdistricts has
beon found and the experiments now pro.
ceoding are, therefore, song the second
line, the controlling of the dust by various
methods of spraying and by the use of
binder materiain. In soms seciions, es
pecially through the great fruit belta of
Culifornia, splendid success in dust sup-
presslon has heen attained by spraying the
dirt voads with olls possessing aaphaltic
bases. In other portlons of the couniry the
wise administering of coal tar preparations
has alded to & great extest, and drenching
with ecalelum ehloride nas shown that the
dust can be kept st a mintmum, Those

paliintives. and while they are being afdvo-
cated in woch sectiona of ths country as
will ha Immediately benefited, the bigger
problem of dlacovering an absaluts antldote
for the actinon of the automoblis {8 ooccupy-
1 ing the attention of sclantista on both sides
of the Atlantic. ‘The solution of that prod-
s may be glven at the blg congross at

roads were known when America was (n It
ewnaddling vlothes,

The bullding of moderately cheap
but permanently serviceable country
roads Is one of the blg problems we
have to grapple with. It is a prob.
lem, however, which has a loeal appli-
cation right here and now in Omaha
annd Douglas county, and cautlons us
to make haste slowly.

THE VOTE OF GEORGIA NEGROES.

Hon. Leonidas Fellx Livingston, for
twanty years a representative from the
Fiflth Qeorgia district In congress, has
injected a new and novel element into
the campalgn going on In Georglin look-
ing to the disfranchisement of the
negro voters. The last Georgia legisin-
ture submitted a constitutional amend-
ment making it practically !mpossible
for a negro to have the ballot privilege
in the state. Mr, Livingston is opposed
to the amendment and, In & speech
in Campbell eounty the other day, gave

this reason for his position:

1 advise you all not to vots to disfranchise
the negroos, for we will need them In a
short tima to defeat Tom Watson and his
erowd, which the negro ecalls “poor white
trash.” WIith the negro disfranchised Wat.
son would dominate the state,

The fact that Mr. Livingston wase
eneo a populist leader and took an ace
tive part in Iraming the Ocala platform
has nothing to do with the case. The
Interesting polint ralsed by his speech
Is the admisslon it lmplles that the
question ol negro franchise In Georgia
{8 not one of principle at all, but one
of practical politica. With democratic
supremacy unquestioned and unthreat-
eéned democratic leaders In Georgla
profess terror at the prospect of
“negro domination” and lay plans to
disfranchise the colored vote by
“grandfather” clauses and other
Nimsy enactments of a discriminating
character,. With the first hint of el-
fective opposition to democratic dom-
ination, however, the leaders of the
Livingaton type suddenly concelve a
fondness for the negro voter—and a
desire to use him. While he is at it,
Congressman Livingston should go
further and have the proposed econstl-
tutional amendment revised so as to
allow the npegro to vote, provided he
votes the democratic ticket. Mr. Liv-
Ingston’s speech serves to emphasize
the dishonesty of the attitude of the
southern democrats on the question of
negro suffrage,

FORAKER ON BROWNSVILLE.
With the conclusion of Senator For-

senate, the Brownsville affalr s as
dark as ever. The Ohlo senator made
a determined effort to review the case
from a lawyer's standpoint to show
that the evidence against the men |8
of a flimsy character, not warranting
thelr summary discharge from the
army by the president. He urged the
senate to approve his bill to enable
members of the battallon to re-enlist
upon taking oath that they did not
take part in the shootlhg and knew
nothing about it. The bill introduced
by Senator Warren provides that any
of the discharged men may re-enlist
if he can satisfy the president of his
innocence.

The chief objectlon to the Foraker
proposition is that it fails to recognize
the fact that the president, by virtue
of his office, is the commander-in-chlef
of the army. If congress were to inter-
fere in all such cases as that at
Brownsville we would soon have an
army without disclpline. The position
taken by the administration is that
any soldier discharged on sccount of
the Browasville shooting may be rein-
stated by proving hls iunocence. The
president belleves some of the soldlers
Involved In the shooting, although
cureful efforts have falled to Identify
the gulity, The president realizes that
the discharge of the entire battallon
worked a hardship on the Innoeent
soldiers, and for this reason has asked
congress to extend the time for the in-
nocent men to prove thelr right of re-
instatement.

Nothing has been gained by the ex-
tended debate -and discussion of the
Brownsville affair. The facts, always
in dispute, have been clonded by the
efforts of perfervid orators to muke po-
litical capital out of the incildent. The
real faota have not been changed, how-
ever, and the Foraker speech, closing
the case for the administration's op-
ponents, may end the politieal discus-
sion and open the way for the admin-
istration to right any wrong done to
the Innocent soldiers
